of President Roosevelt's fam ily. He

w as well acquainted w ith Jam es I 
Roosevelt, the P resident’s son. 
In a level clearing of the forest, 
beyond the 
rugged, 
10,000-foot 
peaks of B ridger m ountains, tho 
eastbound1 plane* stru ck nose tires 
w ith an im pact th a t drove th e 
fuselage into the m otors and sc a t­ 
tered its fragm ents in all direc­ 
tions.

Nine Victims Trapped 
They sent word

passengers all probably had died 
m ercifully the m om ent the plane 
struck, and th a t the bodies of all 
except the veteran pilot, Nick B. 
M amer, had been trapped in the 
fuselage and burned. 
M am er was throw n clear of the 
debris.

Children refuse food because it is 
monotonous, or poorly prepared or 
unappetizing, or because they have 
been pampered. Rarely the reason 
they refuse it is because they are 
sick or b“low par. 
So the real re­ 
sponsibility of food habits, good or 
bad, is on the parents—-on the way 
the food is cooked or the example 
of a finicky appetite in one of the 
grownups at the table. 
A sudden lack of appetite in a 
healthy child is usually the sign of

“The craft of weaving takes our 
interest back centuries before the 
Christian era. 
No other craft in 
this country is so full of romance. 
It. is not easy to realize, now, that 
the making of cloth was once en­ 
tirely a domestic function. 
This 
was a long painstaking task; first, 
the wool was prepared entirely by 
hand, the dying done with bark, 
roots, leaves, hulls of nuts, sumac 
bemas, flowers of sycamore trees, 
peach tree leaves, poke berries and 
later with the addition of copperas, 
alum and cream of tartar. 
“Many families had a 
loom 
room, the walls hung with gay 
hanks of vari-colored yarns. 
The 
double weave coverlid with both 
webs of wool is a treasure indeed. 
About 1825 the small conventional 
designs of the home weaver were 
supplemented almost entirely by 
elaborate flower and medalion pat­ 
terns. 
These were done by the 
professional weavers who used the 
Jacquard loom, too complicated 
for Ahe home weaver to operate. 
The names of the patterns are a 
study. 
Among a list of several 
hundred are these: 
Cat track, 
Double Chain, Lovers Knot, Char­ 
iot Wheel, Ocean Wave, Snow 
Storm, Governors’ Garden, Rising 
Sun, Blazing Star, Mt. Vernon and 
dozens of fanciful names. 
“Looking at the designs of these 
coverlids is like walking in a 
strahge garden. 
Here flits the 
bird of Paradise, here blooms the 
roses, 
lilies, fruits, leaves and 
thistles. 
In the borders are my­ 
sterious emblems histories, poli­ 
tics and Masonry, churches, dwell­ 
ings, steam boats, Boston town, 
forts, the Eagle and the Lion, all 
adding beauty to our old cover­ 
lids.”
